Provincial Government 
F irst Crop Report 


Crop correspondents report that 
from 40 to 75 per cent of the 
wheat is sown, In those parts of 
Morthern and western Alberta 
where moisture supplies are ade- 
quate for germination, seeding is 
progressing fairly rapidly. Othen 
districts report that seeding is be- 
ing delayed to a certain extent 
awaiting much needed moisture. 
About 10 per cent of the oat crop 
ls seeded. 

There has been considerable 
soil drifting throughout the Pro 
vince, but crop damage from this 
eause has not been serious to date, 
Very little seed was in the ground 
at the period of greatest soil drift- 
ing. The high temperatures of the 
past few days has been favorable 
to rapid germination where mois- 
ture is sufficient and good stands 
are exepcted, In the eastern parts 


of Central and Southern Alberta 


the moisture supply is insufficient 
asd uniform stands cannot be ex 
pected unless rains come early. 
There is a tendency to decrease 
the area sown to wheat and 


ee 
lowed; otherwise coarse grains 
will be seeded. An increase in the 
area devoted to coarse grains and 
fodder crops will be necessary to 
provide for the increasing numbers 
of livestock belag kept, 

Steps takem by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, the rail- 
ways and the Municipalities to pro 
vide seed graim in areas where 
there was a crop failure last year 
have been adequate to the need. 
All districts repert a sufficient 
supply of good seed, 

There are isolated instances of 
difficulty being experienced in fin- 
ancing the purchase of tractor 
fuel. In the majority of instances, 
horses are available, and while 
tractors will be used less than for- 
merly, this will not result in cur- 
tailing the crop acreage to any ex: 
tent, 

The mild weather of the past 
winter has been favorable to live- 
@ock and they are reported to be 
fm good condition. Spring litters of 
pigs aer satisfactory both in num- 
bers and in vigour, Losses occurred 
during the cold weather of March. 
These losses have not been greater 
than usual however. Reports indi- 
cate that there is a material in- 
crease in the hog population over 
previous years.
